RIDGECREST,  N.  C.  (BP)  —  Ex- 
tenaive  reorganization  of  the  Southern 
Baptiat  Foreign  Mission  Board  staff 
was  approved  here  aa  the  board  car¬ 
ried  out  a  new  organization  plan  in¬ 
itiated  in  April.

For 
example,  she  noted  that  some  parents 
may  have  been  out  of  church  so  long 
due  to  responsibilities  far  caring  for 
their  mentally  retarded  family 
member  that  “they  need  to  grow  and 
feel  the  warmth  of  the  church"  as  a 
participating  member.
